I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Hea 
Services  and  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  town  for  the  year  194  , 
vet  once  more  in  a  curtaded  form,  as  directed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Within  the  section  alloted  to  vital  statistics  several  points 

“"Thais'' the  Registrar  General’s  figure  for  estimated  civilian 
population  which  shows  a  further  decline  from  74,110  m  194.. 

72’2The  Birth  Rate  shows  an  appreciable  increase  from  19.8  in  1943 

t0  2  The"  Dead,  Rate-12.15  per  1,000  of  the  civilian  popubjjion 
is  slightly  lower  than  that  for  the  previous  year,  and  while  it  is  a  sligh 
increase  over  the  general  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  11.6,  it 
still  falls  below  the  rate  for  the  126  County  Boroughs  and  Great  Towns, 

which  waslT7m^l^^^  ^  tQ  9  5  from  8.6  in  1943. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  the  lowest  recorded  during  , 
oast  five  vears  falling  to  61  in  1944  as  compared  with  /6  in  .943 
while  the>  Maternal  Mortality  Rate,  1.24,  was  the  lowest  on  record. 

It  thus  becomes  evident  that  in  spite  of  the  stress  and  hardship 
occasioned  by  five  years  of  war,  the  health  of  the  townspeople  in  so 
far  as  it  can  be  ascertained  from  these  figures  has  been  maintained  on  a 
highly  satisfactory  level.  Furthermore,  comparison  with  the  stats 
of  comparable  industrial  areas  finds  this  town  still  occupying  a  favour- 

ahle  With 0  regard  to  housing,  however,  the  situation  remained 
exceedingly  unsatisfactory ;  indeed,  a  wide  survey  disclosed  that 
approximately  two  thousand  houses  will  in  time  require  to  be 
demolished  under  the  Housing  Act,  1936.  In  addition  the  number 
of  applicants  for  separate  housing  accommodation  continued  to  mcreas  , 
andPmuch  dissatisfaction  was  felt  and  expressed  by  the  applicants. 
It  was  I  am  sorry  to  have  to  repeat,  quite  impossible  for  the  authority 

to  take  any  measures  to  satisfy  the  demand  Welfare 

During  the  year  the  work  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  W  eltare 

Centres  (‘Baby  Welcomes’)  was  continued  w‘th  en*usiasm  with  he 
result  that  the  highest  number  of  attendances,  41,0/0,  ever  recorded 
was  reached.  Fo/this  success  and  for  the  continuance  of  then  zed 
T  to  thank  Mrs.  Langdale  (Hon.  Secretary)  and  Miss  Clarke 

(Hon.  Treasurer)  and  the  members  of  the  Mothers  and  Babies  Welcome 

Committee^  Radiography  Survey  w^as  conducted  during 

a  period  of  four  months,  commencing  in  September,  1 944. 

The  main  object  of  the  Survey  was  the  detection  ot  cases 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  but  in  the  event  of  any  other  condition 
being  diagnosed  or  suspected  the  patient  was  made  aware  of  i  an  g> 
advice  regarding  treatment.  During  the  survey  a  total  of  15,558 
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miniature  films  were  taken  and  an  analysis  of  the  findings  is  contained 
within  the  report. 

.  With  tne  appointment  of  a  new  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  an  attempt  was  made  to  introduce  a  more  compre¬ 
hensive  system  of  keeping  records  and  registers.  It  was  intended  to 
institute  a  systematic  survey  of  conditions  known  to  require  it,  but 
unfortunately  the  continued  limitation  of  staff  made  it  necessary  for 
the  Sanitary  Inspectors  still  to  confine  themselves  to  the  more  urgent 
complaints  and  the  essential  routine  work  of  meat  inspection  and  food 
supervision.  In  these  circumstances  the  aggregate  abatement  of  more 
than  half  of  the  total  number  of  unsatisfactory  conditions  was  a 
commendable  achievement. 

I  wish  in  conclusion  to  offer  my  best  thanks  to  the  staff'  at  the 
Health  Department  and  in  the  various  Corporation  Hospitals  for  their 
unstinted  and  loyal  support  and  industry  in  circumstances  which  were 
often  difficult  and  trying,  and  again  to  record  my  sincere  thanks  to  the 
Chairman,  Mr.  Alderman  David  Plinston,  J.P.,  and  to  the  members 
of  the  flealth  Committee  for  their  generous  help  and  guidance. 

To  all  the  other  officials  of  the  Corporation  I  have  again  to  express 
my  appreciation  of  their  unfailing  assistance  and  courtesy.

POPULATION. — The  Registrar-General’s  estimate  for  the 
mid-year  1944,  was  *72,240  (compared  with  the  1931  Census  figures 
of  79,322),  and  last  year’s  estimate  of  74,110. 

*( Estimated  Civilian  Population) 

BIRTHS. — 2,026  births  were  notified  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  203  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936. 

471  of  these  births  were  to  parents  resident  outside  the  Borough 
who  had  taken  advantage  of  the  facilities  provided  at  one  or  other  of 
the  Warrington  Maternity  Homes. 

The  number  of  live  births  to  be  accredited  to  Warrington  for  the 
year  1944  was  1,555  (789  males,  766  females),  compared  with  1,474  live 
births  in  1943  (745  males,  729  females). 

The  birth-rate  for  Warrington  per  1,000  population  was  21.5  in 
1944,  compared  with  19.8  in  1943,  and  17.6  for  England  and  W  ales 
as  a  whole. 

The  total  number  of  illegitimate  births  was  138  (67  males,  71 
females,  compared  with  87  births  in  1943. 

There  were  53  still-births  notified  in  1944,  55  still-births  in  1943. 

AIARRIAGES. — There  were  688  marriages  during  the  year, 
the  rate  per  1,000  of  population  being  9.5.  In  1943  there  were  640 
marriages,  giving  a  rate  of  8.6. 

DEATHS.— 1,049  deaths  were  registered  as  occurring  in  the 
Borough  during  1944.  Of  these,  however,  208  were  non-residents. 
During  the  same  period,  47  deaths  have  been  reported  as  having 
occurred  outside  the  district  of  persons  usually  resident  in  Warrington. 
Adding  these  (47)  and  deducting  the  non-residents,'  we  have  a  total  of 
888  deaths  accredited  to  Warrington  for  1944,  compared  writh  912  in 
1943. 

This  gives  a  death-rate  of  12.15  per  1,000  civilian  population 
during  1944,  compared  with  12.3  in  1943  and  11.9  in  1942. 

The  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  11.6;  for  the  126 
County  Boroughs  and  Great  Towns,  13.7,  and  for  I^ondon  15.7.

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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

SUMMARY  OF  WORK  CARRIED  OUT  DURING  THE  YEAR, 

1944. 

2,026  births  were  notified  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of 
children  born  in  Warrington,  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  tne 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  against  1,829  in  1943  and  1,697  in  1942. 

1,555  of  the  notified  births  were  of  living  children  born  to  persons 
resident  in  Warrington. 

15,940  visits  were  paid  by  the  Health  Visitors  to  the  homes  of 
children  under  5  years  of  age,  and  nursing  and  expectant  mothers. 

87  Visits  were  made  to  the  homes  of  Boarded-Out  Children. 

19  Visits  were  made  to  the  homes  of  children  Out  to  Nurse. 

272  Visits  were  made  to  the  homes  of  Illegitimate  Children. 

1,399  mothers  attended  at  the  Ante-Natal  Clinics  and  89  at  the 
Post-Natal  Clinic,  at  the  Health  Department. 

7,324  attendances  were  also  paid  at  the  Warrington  General 
Hospital  Ante-Natal  Clinic  and  Post-Natal  Clinics. 

*1,282  maternity  cases  were  admitted  during  the  year  : — 
Warrington  General  Hospital  ....  ....  776 

Warrington  Maternity  Home  ....  ....  506 

744  maternity  cases  were  attended  in  their  own  homes. 

19,740  attendances  by  mothers  were  paid  to  the  five  Consultation 
Centres. 

13,643  attendances  of  Infants  and  7,687  attendances  of  children 
1—5  years  were  made  at  the  Consultation  Centres. 

2  Maternal  deaths  in  1944  (Puerperal  Sepsis — 0  ;  Other  causes — 2)

840  children  were  successfully  vaccinated  during  the  year. 

*  Care  of  Premature  Infants 

In  accordance  with  the  Circular  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
in  March,  1944,  concerning  the  care  of  Premature  Infants,  arrange¬ 
ments  have  been  made  for  a  Ward  to  be  specially  adapted  and  equipped 
at  the  Warrington  General  Hospital  for  the  reception  of  such  infants. 
Although  not  yet  completed,  this  work  is  being  proceeded .  with  as 
quickly  as  possible. 

All  forms  for  notification  of  births  have,  as  recommended,  been 
amended  to  include  birth  weights,  and  in  domiciliary  confinements, 


♦This  figure  includes  cases  from  other  areas  which  were  treated  in  our  Hospitals, 
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when  the  infant  weighs  less  than  5|-lbs.  an  inquiry  is  instituted  in 
each  case  and  an  dffer  made  to  admit  the  child  and  the  mother  to  the 
hospital.  Then  when  the  child  arrives  at  the  stage  when  it  may  safely 
be  returned  home,  the  appropriate  health  visitor  is  specially  notified 
so  that  particular  attention  may  be  given. 

It  is  found  in  practice  that  the  offer  of  accommodating  these 
cases  in  hospital  is  readily  accepted,  and  in  view  of  the  present  housing 
situation  in  the  town  it  is  with  a  few  exceptions  regarded  as  quite  the 
best  method  of  dealing  with  these  cases. 

ORTHOPAEDIC  WORK  AMONG  CHILDREN  OF 

PRE-SCHOOL  AGE 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  Harman  Taylor  for  the  following  infor¬ 
mation  : — 

During  the  year  a  number  of  cases  of  early  rickets  in  young 
children  were  referred  to  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic.  These  cases 
responded  well  to  conservative  treatment,  including  artificial 
sunlight,  and  were  thus  restored  to  health  without  the  need  for 
operation  in  any  case. 

There  have  been  n6  cases  of  paralysis,  and  I  feel  I  can  state 
with  confidence  that  the  War  has  not  made  any  inroads  into  the 
vitality  of  the  children  of  this  town. 

I  would  also  like  to  commend  the  co-ordination  of  the  various 
agents  working  together  for  the  treatment  of  children  requiring 
it,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  some  would  in  time  have  developed 
crippling  deformities  if  it  had  not  been  that  their  condition  had 
been  diagnosed  at  so  early  a  stage  and  effective  treatment  obtained 
immediately  thereafter. 

The  work  done  on  behalf  of  these  young  children  and  result¬ 
ing  so  often  in  a  cure  in  the  initial  stages  should  make  it  unnecessary 
for  many  of  them  to  require  any  form  of  treatment  when  they 
reach  the  age  of  school  life. 

Finally,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  co-operation 
of  all  those  interested  in  child  welfare.

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TUBERCULOSIS 

102  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  1944  as  against 
93  in  1943,  and  92  in  1942. 

Of  the  102  new  cases,  84  were  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  18 
non-pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

132  cases  of  tuberculosis  resident  in  Warrington  were  treated  in 
the  Warrington  Sanatorium,  Hefferston  Grange,  and  40  cases  in  the 
Warrington  General  Hospital,  and  4  non-pulmonary  in  other  Hospitals 
during  the  year. 

In  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  Memorandum  266/T, 
the  maintenance  allowance  scheme  for  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was 
introduced  on  the  1st  July  1943.  48  applications  (35  from  males  and 
13  females)  were  received.  29  of  them  (24  males,  and  5  females)  were 
granted  the  allowances.  A  number  of  the  applicants  may  become 
eligible  when  they  have  completed  the  period  of  institutional  treatment. 

11  cases  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  received  hospital 
treatment. 

I  anl  grateful  to  Mr.  Harman  Taylor  for  the  following  note  on 
Surgical  Tuberculosis  in  this  town  during  the  year  : — 

“While  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  has  discovered  certain 
cases  of  unsuspected  tuberculosis  in  the  chest,  I  am  happy  to  say 
there  have  been  no  new  cases  of  joint  tuberculosis  referred  to  the 
clinic  during  the  year  1944,  although  systematic  X-ray  examinations, 
together  with  thorough  clinical  examinations  have  been  made  in  all 
suspected  cases. 

“There  are  still  a  few  cases  of  previously  notified  diseases  of  the 
spine  in  young  children  receiving  treatment.  All  of  these  are  making 
satisfactory  progress  towards  recovery. 

“There  has  also  been  a  diminution  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
gland  tuberculosis  during  the  year,  although  at  the  beginning  of 
the  War  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  this  form  of 
tuberculosis  referred  to  the  Clinic.  All  of  these  cases  have  been  success¬ 
fully  treated. 

“In  relation  to  surgical  tuberculosis  my  conclusion  is  that  this 
has  been  the  fnost  satisfactory  year  that  I  can  remember  since  taking 
charge  of  the  clinic.” 

Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Survey 

A  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Survey  was  conducted  during  a 
period  of  four  months,  i.e.,  from  16.9.44  to  13.1.45. 

The  main  object  of  the  Survey  was  the  detection  of  cases  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculous,  but  in  the  event  of  any  other  condition 
being  diagnosed  or  suspected  the  patient  was  made  aware  of  it  and 
given  advice  regarding  treatment.  During  the  Survey  a  total  of  15,558 
miniature  films  were  taken. 

Some  of  those  who  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity  of  being 
photographed  were  not  residents  of  Warrington,  but  were  employed 
by  firms  within  the  County  Borough  of  Warrington. 

14,589  cases  were  found  to  be  normal,  whilst  the  remaining 
969  were  classed  as  abnormal.  Of  this  latter  number,  685  were 
Warrington  cases,  and  the  classification  of  these  was  as  follows  : — 
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VACCINATION. 

840  children  were  successfully  vaccinated  during  the  year  1944, 
compared  with  715  in  1943  and  553  in  1942. 

'  CANCER. 

73  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Council’s  Hospitals  during  the 
year.  23  of  these  cases  had  previous  treatment ;  28  not  previously 
received  treatment.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  made  arrangements 
for  the  treatment  of  6  cases  at  the  Radium  Institute,  Liverpool,  and 
Christie  Hospital,  Manchester.

The  recognised  need  for  wider  and  more  direct  propaganda 
amongst  the  populace  received  recognition  in  an  intensive  campaign 
against  Venereal  Diseases,  conducted  in  conjunction  with  the  Warring¬ 
ton  Rural  District  Council. 

This  endeavour  took  the  form  of  exhibiting  a  film  in  all  the 
business  premises  where  accommodation  was  available,  and  giving 
talks  to  all  the  employees  of  the  local  firms,  who  made  special  arrange¬ 
ments  for  their  staffs  to  be  assembled  for  this  purpose.  Thus,  thousands 
of  the  industrial  comtnunity  were  addressed,  and  in  all  cases  full 
advantage  was  taken  by  the  employees  of  the  opportunity  given  to 
them  to  ask  questions. 

In  addition,  posters  giving  information  on  Venereal  Diseases, 
times  and  places  of  all  clinics,  were  freely  published,  and  were  in 
addition,  for  the  first  time,  posted  in  the  Corporation  buses.  Thousands 
of  pamphlets,  too,  were  distributed. 

A  legitimate  conclusion  was  that  the  methods  of  prevention  and 
the  proper  method  of  procedure  in  all  suspected  or  infected  cases 
had  been  more  intimately  than  ever  before  brought  to  the  notice  of 
the  public. 

I  wish  to  express  my  indebtedness  to  the  Management  of  the  local 
firms  who  showed  an  eager  desire  to  co-operate,  and  thereby  facilitated 
the  conduct  of  the  Campaign. 
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AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 

The  Town  Ambulance  Service  for  accident  and  sickness  cases, 
excluding  infectious  diseases,  was  until  October  12th,  1944,  operated 
by  drivers  and  attendants  who  were  whole-time  members  of  the 
Civil  Defence  Service. 

On  October  12th,  1944,  this  staff  was  transferred  to  the  Health 
Department,  and  the  service  has  been  continued  by  two  teams,  working 
three  8-hourly  shifts.

WELFARE  OF  THE  DEAF  AND  DUMB. 

There  are  48  cases  on  the  register  of  the  Warrington  and  District 
Deaf  and  Dumb  Society.  The  Institute  for  the  Deaf  is  at  13,  Wilson

Prevention  of  Blindness. 

18  children  attended  the  partially-sighted  class  at  Evelyn  Street 
School.  The  children  are  examined  at  least  once  each  quarter  by 
Dr.  O.  N.  Duthie,  eye  specialist.  The  Warrington  and  District 
Society  for  the  Blind  co-operate  with  the  Health  Department  in 
assisting  persons  with  defective  vision  with  a  view  to  preventing  total 
blindness.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


Water  Supply 

Seven  samples  of  water  from  wells  supplying  two  dwelling  houses 
and  one  farm  in  the  outlying  parts  of  the  Borough  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  and  chemical  examination  during  the  year,  and  were 
the  subject  of  adverse  report  by  the  Public  Analyst.  The  wells  supplying 
the  dwelling  houses  have  been  closed  and  a  piped  supply  from  the 
town  mains  provided  to  each  house.  The  provision  of  a  piped  supply 
to  the  farm  premises  is  nearing  completion. 

Reports  of  poor  supply  in  connection  with  23  houses  connected 
to  the  town  mains  have  been  referred  to  the  Water  Department  during 
the  year  and  in  each  case  the  necessary  action  has  been  taken  to  increase 
the  quantity  of  water  available. 

The  Water  Engineer  (James  Gray,  Esq.)  has  supplied  the  following 
information  concerning  the  water  supply  to  the  Borough  during  the 
year  : — 

“During  1944  the  water  supply  was  satisfactory  both  as 
regards  quality  and  quantity.  It  was  not  necessary  to  take  any 
action  in  respect  of  any  form  of  contamination.  New  works, 
comprising  a  Pumping  Station  with  ancillary  works,  is  being 
constructed  in  Cheshire  at  Newton  Hallow.” 

Sewerage  and  Drainage 

A  total  of  1,000  inspections  in  respect  of  drainage  defects  and 
reconstructions  were  made  during  the  year.  Sixty-four  instances  of 
defects  or  stoppages  in  old  combined  drains,  now  public  sewers  were 
referred  to  the  Borough  Engineer  for  attention. 

Closet  Accommodation  ' 

The  Corporation’s  scheme  for  the  conversion  of  pail  closets  to 
water  closets  has  been  in  suspension  during  the  war  years,  but  requests 
have  been  received  in  four  instances  'for  conversion  to  water  closets. 
In  three  cases  the  work  was  carried  out  by  owners  and  in  one  instance 
by  the  Borough  Engineer. 

Considerable  difficulty  has  been  experienced  by  the  Cleansing 
Department  in  maintaining  a  supply  of  sound  pails  owing  to  repair 
materials  and  new  supplies  of  pails  being  in  short  supply.  To  assist 
in  the  matter  action  taken  by  this  Department  resulted  in  a  total  of 
156  pails  being  made  available  by  the  removal  of  pails  from  houses 
having  internal  water  closets.  During  the  latter  end  of  the  year  attention 
has  been  directed  to  the  reconstruction  of  pail  closet  and  binstore 
floors  in  an  attempt  to  alleviate  insanitary  conditions  inseparable 
from  this  form  of  disposal.  A  total  of  60  premises  have  been  reconstruc¬ 
ted. 

Verminous  Disinfestation 

Complaint  of  the  presence  of  vermin  was  received  in  respect  of 
30  Corporation  houses  and  60  privately  owned  houses.  In  each  case 
an  inspection  of  the  premises  was  made  and  the  necessary  disinfestation 
carried  out.  The  infestations  arose  principally  from  the  presence  of 
cockroaches  and  bugs.  Six  bug-infested  Corporation  houses  were 
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dealt  with  by  H.C.N.,  but  for  the  most  part  a  vapourising  liquid 
insecticide  has  been  used  for  this  type  of  infestation  followed  up  by 
printed  advice  to  the  householder  on  measures  to  prevent  reinfestation. 
Cockroach  infestation  hg.s  been  successfully  treated  by  powder  insecti¬ 
cides  and  where  necessary  has  been  carried  out  in  conjunction  with 
repair  works  aimed  at  the  readication  of  structural  conditions  conducive 
to  reinfestation.  A  total  of  427  visits  have  been  made  in  connection 
with  these  and  other  affected  premises. 

Houses-let-in-Lodgings 

Owing  to  the  prevailing  shortage  of  housing  accommodation 
in  the  district  preliminary  investigations  reveal  that  quite  a  large 
number  of  dwelling  houses  are  now  occupied  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
bring  them  within  the  scope  of  the  Byelaws  governing  such  premises. 
Work  has  been  commenced  in  compliing  'a  list  of  such  houses,  and  in 
certain  cases  action  has  been  taken  to  ameliorate  at  least  some  of  the 
most  unsatisfactory  features. 

Common  Lodging  Houses 

There  are  six  houses  registered  in  the  Borough  providing 
accommodation  for  333  persons.  All  keepers  were  served  with  specifica¬ 
tions  governing  defects  and  contraventions  of  Byelaws  during  the  year, 
and  a  considerable  improvement  has  resulted  in  maintenance  of  these 
premises.  An  application  for  the  revision  of  Byelaws  for  these  premises 
has  been  deferred  during  the  war  years  by  the  appropriate  Ministry, 
but  the  Health  Committee  in  June  last  approved  under  Section  238(b)ii 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1^36,  the  following  standards  for  sanitary 
and  washing  accommodation  to  be  required  on  re-registration.

Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds 

During  the  year  action  has  been  taken  in  respect  of  six  caravans 
placed  on  unlicenced  sites  and  in  insanitary  conditions.  Vacation  of 
the  site  was  obtained  without  resort  to  legal  action. 

Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  Act 

The  Borough  Engineer  (John  Y.  Hughes,  Esq.,  A.M.Inst.C.E.) 
who  is  the  designated  officer  under  the  Act,  has  supplied  the  following 
information  relative  to  work  carried  out  during  the  year  : — 

“The  number  of  traps  set  during  the  year  on  tips  and  round 

water  courses  is  5,454,  and  the  number  of  live  rats  caught  in  these 
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traps  is  1,282.  In  the  town  itself  3,636  have  been  set  and  the  num¬ 
ber  of  live  rats  caught  in  these  traps  is  804.  Prepared  baits  to 
the  number  of  33,864  were  set  and  a  large  number  were  taken. 
In  addition  to  the  above,  action  has  been  taken  on  the  scheme 
initiated  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  for  the  baiting  of  public  sewers, 
prebaiting  being  carried  out  in  all  the  manholes  in  the  centre 
of  the  town,  followed  by  poison  baits. 

“The  results  showed  that  the  proportion  of  rats  in  public 
sewers  is  very  low.  Upwards  of  100  manholes  have  been  treated 
in  this  manner  in  the  centre  of  the  town.” 

A  total  of  11  visits  have  been  made  to  premises  for  rat  infestation 
'by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

Nuisances 

During  the  year  a  total  of  1,230  complaints  were  received  at  the 
offices  of  the  Department,  and  of  these  184  were  referred  to  other 
Corporation  Departments  for  attention. 

To  secure  the  abatement  of  nuisance  1,680  informal  notices  were 
served  and  1,070  were  complied  with  ;  of  233  statutory  notices  served 
109  are  complied  with.  Work  in  connection  with  one  property  was 
carried  out  by  the  Corporation  in  the  owner’s  default. 

The  provisions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  2,871  have 
been  of  great  assistance  in  securing  the  supply  of  materials.  During 
the  year  32  Essentiality  Certificates  were  issued  in  respect  of  61 
properties,  the  required  repairs  being  completed  at  44  properties. 

Atmospheric  Pollution 

As  a  result  of  communications  received  it  was  not  thought  advisable 
to  maintain  systematic  observation  with  the  object  of  restricting 
excessive  emission  of  smoke.

Factories 

During  the  year  8  intimations  were  received  from  H.M.  Inspector 
of  Factories  relative  to  defects  remediable  under  the  Factory  Act, 
1937,  and  the  Sanitary  Accommodation  Regulations  1938.  One  hundred 
and  forty-nine  inspections  have  been  made  of  mechanical  and  non¬ 
mechanical  factories  and  11  notices  served  for  contraventions  found. 
Of  59  defects  found,  25  were  remedied  during  the  year. 

Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act 

A  total  of  53  persons  are  registered  as  listed  sellers  of  Part  II 
poisons.  The  inspector  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  (Miss  J.  Y. 
'Stephenson)  has  visited  all  listed  sellers  during  the  year  and  in  addition 
has  been  instrumental  in  securing  the  registration  of  several  persons 
who  were  found  to  be  supplying  poisons  although  not  on  the  List 
of  the  Local  Authority.

There  were  60  inspections  of  cowsheds  and  99  inspections  of 
dairies  and  milk  shops  during  the  year. 

Fifty-three  samples  of  undesignated  milk  were  obtained  for  cleanli¬ 
ness  tests.  Of  these  14  failed  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  and  in  28 
samples  Bacillus  Coliform  was  present.  Of  8  samples  of  pasterurised 
milk  and  7  samples  of  Heat  Treated  milk,  2  failed  the  Plate  Count 
Test  and  2  samples  contained  Bacillus  Coli.  All  15  samples  satisfied 
the  Phosphatase  Test.  One  sample  of  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  was 
submitted  and  found  satisfactory. 

Forty-nine  samples  of  undesignated  milk  were  submitted  for 
examination  for  the  presence  of  Tuberculosis  ;  six  samples,  or  12.2% 
were  found  to  contain  Tubercle  Bacillus.

Contagious  Diseases  of  Animals  Acts 

One  hundred  and  seventy-six  visits  were  made  by  the  Inspectors 
to  Markets  and  Collecting  Centres  for  purposes  connected  with  the 
issue  of  licences  and  the  observance  of  the  various  orders  and  regula¬ 
tions.
